MAJOR  RESPONSIBILITIES 


To  insure  that  the  public  shall  be  properly  protected  against  unprofessional,  improper, 
unauthorized  and  unqualified  practice  of  medicine,  podiatry  and  physical  therapy  and 
to  license  competent  physicians,  podiatrists  and  physical  therapists  and  thereby  pro- 
vide for  the  health  needs  of  the  people  of  Montana. 

MAJOR  ACCOMPLISHMENTS 


Consultation  with  State  Agencies  and  professional  groups  for  expanding  the  availability 
of  medical  care.    This  includes  the  Department  of  Institutions  as  the  Board  is  vitally 
interested  in  the  caliber  of  physicians  and  the  quality  of  care  rendered  to  patients 
in  State  Institutions,  particularly  the  mental  hospital  at  Warm  Springs,  and  the 
Montana  Medical  Association  in  the  drafting  of  legislation  regarding  the  regulation 
of  physician  assistants. 

Formulated  rules  and  regulations  for  the  implementation  of  acupuncture,  to  insure 

as  nearly  as  possible  that  exploitation  of  the  public  does  not  occur  and  to  insure 

that  a  correct  medical  diagnosis  is  obtained  before  acupuncture  treatment  is  administered. 

Complaints  were  investigated  and  because  of  the  systematic  method  for  the  handling  of 
complaints  established  by  the  Department  of  Professional  and  Occupational  Licensing, 
the  complaints  were  handled  more  efficiently. 

Performance  Factors 


A  total  of  84  physicians  were  licensed  by  reciprocity  or  endorsement  in  fiscal  year 
1973-1974.    Nine  physicians  took  the  FLEX  Examination  in  Helena  during  the  fiscal 
year.    Four  passed  the  examination  and  5  failed.    Seven  physical  therapists  were 
licensed.    Three  took  the  examination  and  three  passed.    Three  podiatrists  were 
licensed.    All  were  issued  licenses  by  reciprocity.    The  Board  of  Medical  Examiners 
held  three  board  meetings.    Two  were  regular  business  meetings  and  one  was  a  special 
meeting  on  acupuncture.
